Although time has dealt kindly with 
the monarch, a correspondent during 
a recent visit to the tiny village of 
Santa Maria del Tule, Oaxaca, noticed 
that the wrinkles of age are beginning 
to show. There is no cause for worry, 
however, that Tule, as the Indians af­ 
fectionately call the tree, will wither 
away before the present generation 
has passed on. Even if it should, Tule 
has a son some fifty yards away from 
the parental boughs that is showing 
healthy signs of maintaining the tam- 
fly honor in the matter of robustness. conirnent was 
Hijo (son), as the Indians have named 
It, already is so large that twelve per­ 
sons are needed to span it, and Hijo 
Is only a couple of hundred years old.

Term* Commonly Used by the Elec­ 
trician A rt Explained for 
the Layman. 


The language of the electrician Is 
Greek to most people. While be talks 
glibly o f volts and amperes and watts, 
thej know* only that they have to pav 
an electric-light bill for so many units, 
and let it go at that, remarks a London 
Tit-Bits writer. 
Though electricity is not a fluid, we 
ran understand most of its terms by 
comparing 
it 
with 
water 
flowing 
through a pipe. If we turn a stream 
of water onto the paddles of a water­ 
wheel. the work that the wheel will 
do depends 
upon 
two 
things—the 
amount of water delivered every sec­ 
ond und the pressure of the stream. 
We measure the first In gallons and the 
second in pounds. 
In the case of electricity, we meas­ 
ure the rate at which it flows in am­ 
peres and its pressure in volts. The 
work which It will do is found by mul­ 
tiplying amperes and volts together, 
which gives the answer in watts, or 
units of energy. 
The board of trade unit Is 1,000 
.watts, often called a kilowatt, while 
the electrical equivalent of one horse­ 
power is 746 watts. 
You will find the number of watts 
they require engraved on most electric 
lamps, and from this you can discover 
what they will cost to use. A 25-watt 
lamp will use one unit of 1,000 watts 
in 40 hours* burning; and if electricity 
costs tenpence a unit, the lamp will 
work out at a farthing an hour. 
The ohm is another electrical meas­ 
urement which can be understood by 
comparison w ith w ater. Water flows 
us!Iv through a large pipe, but lf the 
pipe Is narrow, only a small quantity 
•an force its way through. What the 
I Pe is to water, the wire Is to elec­ 
tricity. 
The smaller the wire, the 
"ore difficult electricity will find It to 
•ass, because the flue wire resists its 
low. 
The electrician measures wires 
by their resistance in ohms.

Thousands 
of 
Feathered 
Migrant* 
Perish Yearly, Death Toll Be­ 
ing Greatest in Fall. 


Every 
spring 
lighthouses 
destroy 
many thousands of birds flying be­ 
tween their winter homes in the South 
j.nd their summer homes in the North. 
Hie death toll is greater in the fall. 
Lighthouses stand every few* miles 
along the 3 OOO milos of Atlantic coast, 
but those especially destructive of 
birds are the lights on the Fcavey Rocks 
and Sombrero Key at the south end of 
Florida. This is because of the char­ 
acter of their lights and their position. 
Countless birds pass each year to 
and from Cuba, and these lights, at 
Mie top of high towers, are on much- 
iraveled “migration routes," The light 
on Howey Rocks Is a fixed white light, 
which is curiously deadly to migrating 
birds. 
A flashing light frightens birds 
away, and a red light is avoided by 
thein, but a steady white light looming 
up in the mist and darkness attracts 
many of the iiight-traveling birds. Gen­ 
erally they do not strike against the 
windward side of the glass of the 
light, but they fly around to the lee­ 
ward si de and wear themselves out 
fluttering In the bewildering rays.

How many people know what a 
"Fletcher" la? 
The Fletchers are one 
of the lifer) companies of the city of 
London, and the name means an arrow 
maker, London Tit-Bit* explains. 
Some name* of tho city companies. 
such aa the fanmakeis, barkers, apoth­ 
ecaries, Joiners and musicians, 
are 
easily recognizable, but what does n 
cordwainer do. and a loriner, and an 
upholder? 
The first Is a cobbler, the 
iecoiid a bridle, bit and *purmaker, 
and the third an upholsterer. 
Among the most curious of the com­ 
panies is the pattenmakers. 
Tile pat­ 
ten was a contraption to fit on the boot 
like a double skate, which lifted the 
pedestrian a few inches from the dirt 
And filth of the street- 
There are a number of “great" Lon­ 
don companies. In their correct order 
they are the mercers, grocers, drapers, 
fishmongers, goldsmiths, skinners, mer­ 
chant tailors, haberdashers, salters, 
Ironmongers, 
vintners 
and 
clotb- 
workers. 
The wealth of some of these city 
guilds is enormous. 
A parliamentary 
commission which sat more than forty 
years ago stated that the rateable val­ 
ue of their splendid halls was about 
£55.000, and this figure has been al­ 
most doubled during recent years. 
If 
their treasures came under the auc­ 
tioneer’s hammer, they would realize 
*n incredible sum. 
The richest of the companies is the 
mercers, with an annual Income of 
£111,000; followed by drapers, £78,000; 
skinners, £66,000; clothworker*. £62,- 
000; goldsmiths and haberdashers, £58,- 
000 each; fishmongers and merchant 
tailors, £50,000 each, and so on.

ALL CLOUDS MADE OF DUST 


.That and Not W ater Is Found to Be 
the Predominating Element 
in 
Them. 


W hat do you think Is the predomi­ 
nating element of the great clouds 
which float high ubove our heads in 
the sky? Water? No; dust. the little 
motes that we may see dancing in any 
sunbeam. 
Without dust there can be 
no clouds, and without clouds rain can­ 
not fall. 
Most of England's rain comes from 
the hot secs on the coost of America. 
Here water rises Into the air in the 
form of steam, whose tiny particles 
adhere to the little dust-specks, or 
motes of which the atmosphere is full. 
If it was not for the motes the steam 
would simply fall hack again ut eve­ 
ning 
time 
when 
t lie 
temperature 
dropped. But as it is, each mote at­ 
tracts a certain number of vapor par­ 
ticles end retains them. 
In this way 
great clouds are formed which are 
carried eastward over the seas by the 
wind. 
So long as thoro is no great fall in 
the temperature they will continue to 
be clouds; for water vapor is lighter 
than air and will not sink in it; but 
should the temperature be reduced rap­ 
idly, the particles cf vapor begin at 
once to condense into drops of water 
far heavier than alf. 
The motes can 
do longer sustain their burden and 
rein Yogins to fall.

Some name* of tho city companies, 
such aa the fanmakeis, barkers, apoth- 
tcarlea, Joiners and musicians, are 
easily recognizable, but what does n 
cordwainer do, and a loriner, and an 
upholder? The first Is a cobbler, the 
lecond a bridle, bit and spurraaker, 
and the third an upholsterer. 
Among the most curious of the com­ 
panies Is the pattenmakers. The pat­ 
ten was a contraption to fit on the boot 
like a double skate, which lifted the 
pedestrian a few Inches from the dirt 
and filth of the street. 
There are a number of "great" L on­ 
don companies. In their correct order 
they are the mercers, grocers, drapers, 
Aah mongers, goldsmiths, skinners, mer­ 
chant tailors, haberdashers, salters.

ALL CLOUDS MADE OF DUST 


Jhat and Not Water la Found to Bo 
the Predominating Element 
in Them. 


What do you think is the predomi­ 
nating element of the great clouds 
which float high above our heads in 
the sky? Water? No; dust, the little 
motes that we may see dancing in any 
gun ben rn. 
Without dust there can be 
no clouds, and without clouds rain can­ 
not fall. 
Most of England's rain comes from 
the hot seas on the coast of America. 
Hero water rises into the air in the 
form of steam, whose tiny particles 
adhere to the little dust-specks, or 
motes of which the atmosphere is full. 
If it was not for the motes the steam 
would simply fall back again at eve­ 
ning 
time 
when 
the 
temperature 
dropped. Hot as it is, each mote at­ 
tracts a certain number of vapor par­ 
ticles, and retains them. 
In this way 
great clouds are formed which are 
carried eastward mer the seas by the 
wiod. 
Ho long es there is no great fall in 
the temperature they will continue to 
be clouds; for water vapor is lighter 
than air and will not sink in it; but 
should the temperature be reduced rap­ 
idly, the particles cf vapor begin at 
once to condense Into drops of water 
far heavier than aff. The motes can 
do longer sustain their burden and 
rain begins to fall.

SEND THE DEMOCRATS BACK. 


The tariff bill has been passed by the 
senate and the republicans seem to think 
it is a closed incident. But it isn't a closed 
incident by any manner of means. 
It is and 
will continue to be the one great issue of 
the present campaign and after this cam­ 
paign that of 1924, when the presidency 
will be involved. 
If the democrats win in 1922 and 1924, 
as seems now to be almost a certainty, it 
will be because 
the 
people 
will 
rebel 
against the iniquitous measure forced upon 
the country by republican leaders at the 
behest of the interests that will profit from 
it. 
Much was said during the debate on the 
bill as to the opposition. 
Senator W atson 
charged 
that 
it sm acked of pro-British 
propaganda 
and 
intimated that interna­ 
tional interests of some sort were trying to 
stir up the American people against the 
bill just, as they tried— according to his 
fantastic statement— to 
get 
us 
into the 
League of Nations. 
Senator W atkins is a 
dem agogue and his talk along these lines 
was wild and foolish. 
The opposition to the tariff bill had noth­ 
ing to do with the League of Nations and it 
had nothing to do with pro-British propa­ 
ganda. 
W e do not suppose there is a paper 
in the country which was more bitterly op­ 
posed to the League of Nations or which is 
less likely to promote pro-British propa­ 
ganda than the Chicago Tribune. 
Yet the 
Chicago Tribune, republican though it is, 
was one of the most determined opponents 
of the tariff bill. 
Only 
the 
other day it 
called the bill 
“a 
tariff 
of 
exploitation 
rather than of protection,^99 
and 
warned 
the party that “if such a bill is passed and 
becomes law, it will not do the republican 
party any good 
at the coming 
election. 
Each interest which is so advanced may 
cast a grateful ballot, but even so they will 
be in the minority compared to the mass of 
the voters who get high prices without high 
wages out of the arrangem ent/' 
And the Tribune is right. 
The tariff 
bill of 1922 will send th* democrats back 
Into power. 


resent the suggestion that we try to excuse 
ourselves for having been derelict in some 
duty. 
W e 
argue 
that 
we 
make 
a 
sincere 
effort 
to 
perform 
the 
work 
entrusted to our care, and if we do not suc­ 
ceed we feel at least that we have done our 
best. 
Buoyed up by such thoughts, we 
naturally resent the fact that w e are accus­ 
ed even indirectly of 
trying 
to make ex­ 
cuses to set our failures right, but even at 
that, are w e perfectly certain that we do 
not secretly excuse 
ourselves 
for 
many 
things that we would not excuse in others? 
In other words, we 
are 
naturally 
much 
more likely to m ik e allowances fcr any 
procrastination of our duties, for example, 
or any wilful irregularity in our working 
methods than we would for those of others. 
Perhaps this may be an entirely right and 
proper procedure on our part, but at least 
the immunity that we grant to ourselves in 
matters of this kind we should be willing to 
grant to others when we assume the role of 
critic. 
W e don’t do this, however, as we 
very well know. 
W e often ask for more 
from those who are working perhaps di­ 
rectly at our side than we do of ourselves, 
and yet we presume to play the role of im­ 
partial critics. 


Of course, we might say that there are 
so many distractions that come into our 
own lives, so many unlooked for happen­ 
ings, and so many unmerited setbacks that 
it is hard to “keep on the job” all the time. 
This may be entirely true and all natural 
allowances should be made for such hap­ 
penings, but the 
same 
distractions that 
come to us are also likely to affect those 
whom we criticize when they loosen their 
hold upon their duties. 
Yet we know in 
our hearts that we will not make this allow­ 
ance for them. 
W e know nothing of the 
conditions of their lives and, therefore, are 
not expected to be in position to admit the 
correctness of their excuses. 
All we know 
is that they persist in making countless ex­ 
cuses and that they never seem to get any­ 
where.. 
They are filled with the idea of 
keeping up appearances, we say, and so 
eager to keep their place in the ranks that 
they seek to cover up their shortcomings 
with a horde of unacceptable excuses. 
All 
this may be true, and 
yet 
unfair to such 
persons. 
W e may grow very tired of their 
everlasting explanations and their inability 
to measure up to their responsibilities, yet 
we have no right to judge others when we 
know that in our hearts we are making al­ 
most the same excuses to ourselves for hav­ 
ing failed to do those things we had under­ 
taken to do. 
W e arise in the morning with 
our minds filled with thoughts of what we 
shall do before another night sets in. 
We 
are eager to begin, but before we get very 
far with the work in hand w e yield to easy 
temptations and take up more congenial 
tasks and pleasanter 
pastimes, 
believing 
for the moment that we can resume the ac­ 
complishment of our duties at exactly the 
point w e left off. 
This is not alw ays possi­ 
ble, however, because conditions vary and 
we find that the tasks once entered upon 
with an eager anticipation that dulled so 
quickly have lost whatever appeal they 
may have held, and w e accordingly lose in­ 
terest. 
But we have our excuses, we say, 
perfectly sane and normal excuses. 
But 
w hat of that? 
If we do not admit that 
others who have failed in their duty for one 
reason or another have the right to be e x ­ 
cused, why should we in our turn be per­ 
mitted to excuse our own errors? 
It is a poor rule that w on’t work both 
ways, and the next time we hear one of 
those unfortunate 
workers 
bemoan 
his 
hard fate and seek to excuse himself for 
not having overcome it, let us try not to 
condemn him too readily. 
If we examine 
our own consciences and look deeply into 
our own lives we may find that those whom 
we are tempted to criticize have better ex 
cuses than we have. It is easier to say what 
others should or should not do than it is to 
decide upon our own course, and the tem p­ 
tation alw ays is to expect more from others 
than w e are quite ready to give. 
W e can­ 
not afford to join those who are clogging 
the w heels of life by vain excuses and futile 
explanations. 
Their ranks are filled now, 
and it is to our interest and to that of the 
whole world that we should be mindful of 
our own obligations and see to it that we 
discharge them faithfully and promptly.
